The theft of fou r au tom obiles 
which w ere tak en and u sed for joy­ 
riding has been cleared u p by the 
police departm ent w ith the pick ing 
u p of two ju veniles cau ght in a car 
which they had stolen at 700 E ast 
14th. They w ere apprehended after 
they had w reck ed the c a r in a 
chase while trying to elu de the 
police. 
L. E. Arnold. 700 E a st 14th. re ­ 
ported the theft of his 1955 Chev­ 
rolet sedan from hLs garage a t his 
hom e a t 8:45 p.m . M onday. 
Police, su specting the c a r m ight 
be in the a re a , started a hu rried 
check and 15 m inu tea la te r Officer 
L ester W illiam s cam e u pon the c a r 
and gave chase. The boys drove 
u p to 17th and Ingram , w here they 
stopped, and it w as then WTUiams 
tried to apprehend the boys.

LDS .ANGELES 4^A picture of 
nuclear goblins wreaking havo«.* in 
outer space wa.s drawn today by 
an a.strophysicist. 
Dr. 
Fritz 
Zwicky 
offered a 
theory that tlie great explosion.s 
observed on the surface of the sun 
and other stars may be cau.sed 
by tiny bit.« of energy escaping 
from the core ot the .star and ex­ 
ploding as they near the surface. 
The*se tiny bits of energy he 
called nuclear goblins. 
Zwicky Ls a faculty member at 
California Institute of Technology 
in nearby Pasadena. Writing in 
the Griffith Observer, a publica­ 
tion of the Griffith Observatory 
here, he theorized that the goblins 
may be formed near the centers 
of stars under extreme heat and 
pre.s.sure. 
Their 
e x p l o s i o n , 
presum­ 
ably caused by a release of pres­ 
sure as the goblins near the less- 
dense surface of the star, sets off 
a chain reaction similar to that of 
an atomic bomb, magnified many 
times. 
Zwicky said he called the bits 
of energy goblins “ because they 
dance around inside of stars.” 
In the .same report, Zwicky said 
that recent studies indicate cer 
tain weaknesses in Newton’s law 
of gravitation. 
He said observation« with the 
2(Xl-inch Hale and 48-inch Schmidt 
telescopes at 
Palomar Mountain 
Observatory in Smithern Califor­ 
nia 
showed a 
remarkably high 
number of 
galaxy clusters 
are 
.spherically symmterical. 
Galaxies are clusters of .stars. 
Under the .Newtonian law of grav 
itational attraction between heav­ 
enly bodies, he said, a.stronomers 
should be able to find not only 
clusters of galaxies but also clus­ 
ters of these clusters. 
This may 
have not been able to do. 
“ The nonexistence of clusters of 
clusters has been confirmed by a 
number 
of

tions,” Zwicky said. 
As a result, he said, “ we must

Under the headline was a « mgle 
sentence from the liKlian di.spalch 
which said: 
“ Smallpox kills 537 
Indiana in wt*ek ending March 23” 
Smallpox for centuries was one 
o< the great killers of mankind and, 
a-s in India and other places today, 
it hangs ov er our head« ready to 
kill or maim if v igilance is re­ 
laxed 
.Many will remember, for ex­ 
ample. how about 10 years ago a 
trav eler from Mexico brought the 
dis^.se to New A'ork. Six million 
or more were v accinated in.« ide ot 
a month and the potential epidemic 
was prev ented. 
The fact that smallpox a* ,«o well 
tinder control most of the time in 
we« tern countries is the result of 
» discov ery made le« s than 2iM) 
year.« ago 
Here is what happened: 
A country practitioner of medi­ 
cine in England named Edward 
Jenner noticed that milkmaid.« in 
hk« community did not get small­ 
pox. ev en when almost ev eryone 
else caught the disease. He found 
that most milkmaids had « car.« on 
their hands which had come from 
a dL« « *ase present on the udder* 
of cows, called cow|>ox. .Naturally, 
Jenner wondered whether thi.« had 
anything to do with th« *ir re.« ¡stance 
to smallpox 
Then Jenner made a daring and 
ri« kv experiment He took pus from 
the hand ol a cow pox-infected milk­ 


maid and sicratched il onto the 
skin of a boy. Jam es Phipps 
In 
a few days Jam es dev eloped a 
s<Ml of infected blister which soon 
healed 
Six 
weeks 
later 
Jenner 
took 
what must hav e seemed a hornblo 
chance. He inoculated the b o y with 
pus taken from a patient with 
« mallpox. Nothing happened. Tho 
first v acination had “taken” and 
•Tame.« Phipps was immune to tht 
dread smallpox. 
In this way v accination was dis­ 
cov ered. It is impossible to gue.s» 
how many oi us are aliv e today— 
and w'ith mir skins d e a r of dxs- 
figtiring scars — because of the 
courageous 
experiment 
ki 
1796. 
But today, if too many of os fail 
to be v accinated, smallpox can 
again appear with all 
'its terror, 
as it does hi India and elsewhere 
from time to tin>e.
